EQUAL  JUSTICE. 

Clerkenwell  Police  Office  has  a  notoriety  for  ten¬ 
derness  to  ruffian.s.  Savage  assaults  are  di8[>o8ed  of 
most  indulgently  by  the  two  egregious  Justices,  Messrs 
!  Coombe  and  Greenwood,  hlven  outrages  against  the 
police  are  venial  in  the  eyes  of  these  worthies.  Here 
IS  an  example : 

“Henry  Smith,  a hair-dresHcr,  of  Gray’s-inn  road,  w-as  exa¬ 
mined  on  a  charge  of  cutting  and  wounding  T>olice-con8table 
Miirtiii.  The  prUoner  was  given  into  Martiu’s  custody  for 
an  assault.  W  hen  about  to  be  arrested  he  took  refuge  in  a 
building,  whither  ho  wa.s  pursued  by  the  officer,  who,  beiug 
a  more  powerful,  though  not  at  all  so  active  a  man  as  the 
prisoner,  dragged  him  out  of  it,  the  jirisoncr  kicking  and 
cuffing  him  with  all  his  might.  When  they  reached  the 
street,  perceiving  the  constable  to  he  exhausted,  be  declared 
he  would  walk  on  gently,  hut  Martin  had  no  sooner  released 
his  gripe  than  the  prisoner  tripped  him  up,  and  gave  him  a 
violent  blow.  The  constable  reeled  and  fell,  and  his  head, 
falling  against  the  sharp  edge  of  a  door  step,  was  laid  open, 
the  blood  flowing  profusely.  Assistance  came,  and  the  pri¬ 
soner  was  with  great  difficulty  removed  to  the  station-house. 
The  surgeon  described  the  wound  as  a  frightful  one,  two-aiid- 
a-half-inchus  in  length.  The  consUilde  tras  from  the 

injurifu,  nuU  could  not  ret  urn  to  his  duty  for  a  considerable 
time.  The  prisoner  was  fined  5/.,  or  two  months’  imprison¬ 
ment.  The  money  w'as  paid.” 

Our  readers  are  aware  that  the  legislature  pro¬ 
vides  specially  for  assaults  on  the  police,  and  em¬ 
powers  magistrates  summarily  to  punish  offenders 
with  imprisonment  and  hard  labour.  This  was  ob¬ 
viously  a  case  for  the  severer  sentence  of  imprisonment, 
hut  the  tenderness  for  ruffianism,  so  uniformly  observ¬ 
able  at  the  Clerkenwell  office,  prevailed,  and  the  sen¬ 
tence  Avas  merely  what  it  would  have  been  if  the 
buft’erer  had  not  been  a  police  officer.  The  magistrate, 
in  effect,  abrogated  the  special  protection  which  the 
legislature  has  endeavoured  to  extend  to  the  police. 
But  magistrates  do  as  they  please  ;  for  the  superin¬ 
tendence  of  the  Home  Office  is  reduced  to  a  mere 
fiction.  Tlicre  is  no  supervision  ;  no  corrective  in- 
fiuenee  ;  at  each  police  oflice  the  whim  of  the  magis¬ 
trate  has  unchecked  sway.  At  one,  as  we  have  seen,  a 
most  hnital  outrage  against  an  officer  in  the  execu¬ 
tion  of  his  duty  has  a  slight,  almost  a  nominal, 
punishment ;  at  another  office,  the  lightest  offence 
of  the  same  nature  is  most  severely  treated.  China 
and  Turkey,  Russia  and  Spain,  do  not  differ  more 
in  their  licence  and  severities,  than  the  several 
districts  of  the  London  magistracy.  Clerkenwell  is

league  to  the  west  of  this,  at  best,  deceiving  light,  aud,  in  his 
rase,  decided  decoy  duck. 

“  In  hastening  to  got  tliis  letter  off,  knowing  the  anxiety  of 
my  ^•olleague.•<,  I  write  under  some  cx»'itemeiit,  and  under 
most  unfdeasaut  cireuiiistaiieeH  ;  due  allowances  should, 
therefore,  he  made,  i  am  quite  aware  of  all  that  may  he 
aaiil  by  nautical  men.  I  know,  from  my  own  thoughts,  be¬ 
fore  1  saw  the  chart  iu  ('aptaiii  lloskcu’s  possession,  how 
juaiiv  strong  questiitiis  may  he  put  as  to  <listance«  and  speed — 
n.s  to  one  set  of  lights  revolving  e>ery  two  ininutes,  St 
John’s  light  every  minute  only.  To  :dl  of  them  1  answer, 
it  is  easv  to  say  the  door  should  have  hoon  locked  after  the 
liorse  ha.s  been  stolen.  It  was  hard  to  make  out  lights  at  all ; 
iind,  as  to  eoiiiitiiig  difleronces  of  time  under  some  circum¬ 
stances,  it  is  impossible,  or  next  to  it.  The  facts  are  simple  : 
— The  cajitain’s  judgment  was  right  up  to  the  time  ot  his 
xeeing  this  not-laid-dowii  light ;  uinl  ]*u7.7.1cd,  as  ho  states 
iiimself  to  have  Imh  n,  to  account  for  not  being  further  a-licad 
when  he  took  it  for  the  Calf,  he  acted  by  that  light  as,  I 
Verily  believe,  most  men  would  have  acted  under  similar 
circuiiistaiiees.” 

Now  that  hist  is  the  estuhlisheJ  conclusion  for  all 
Fuch  cases.  Everyliody  would  or  should  have  done 
the  same,  aud  it  was  all  according  to  rule,  and  the 
most  judicious  conduct,  that  the  Great  Britain  was 
cast  away.  In  short,  as  the  old  women  say,  it  could 
not  be  hcljied.  The  course  was  all  right,  there  was 
only  a  mistake  of  six  miles  in  the  reckoning,  the 
Great  Britain  l>eing  like  folks  who  live  too  fast  for 
thoir  reckouiug,  and  in  spite  of  all  the  right  manage¬ 
ment  the  ship  would  go  ashore  by  reason  of  the 
light  on  8t  John’s  point. 

Captain  Ciaxton  declares  that  Captain  lioeken 
acted  by  this,  light  as  others  would  have  acted,  like 
an  officer  of  course,  hut  the  light  did  not  recipro¬ 
cate.  The  difference  between  revolutions  of  minutes 
or  two  minutes  distinf^pusbing  it  from  the  light  of 
Man,  Captain  Ciaxton  ffismisees  in  the  off-hand  style 
of  the  sailor  who,  in  a  geographical  dispute,  declared 
he  would  not  stand  out  for  a  handful  of  degrees. 

As  tlie  gallant  capuiin  says,  it  is  easy  to  show  that 
the  door  should  have  been  locked  when  the  steed  is 
stolen,  and  it  is  also  easy  a.s  we  see  to  show  that  the 
door  could  not  by  any  possibility  have  been  locked, 
that  not  locking  it  was  the  most  prudent  and  proper 
thing,  and  that  the  horse  would  be  stolen,  and  there 
was  no  helping  it  by  earthly  forethought  or  precau¬ 
tions.

We  should  very  much  like  to  see  the  Sixth  Report 
of  the  Fine  Arts  Commission  turned  into  good  king- 
lish  and  decent  comiw>sition.  Such  an  undertaking 
would  be  an  excellent  exercise  for  the  Ragged 
Schools.  It  is  commonly  remarked  that  everyhoilv 
writes  tolerably  well  now-a-days,  and  it  is  indeeil 
the  rare  distinction  of  the  committee  of  taste  to 
present  a  8i)ecimen  of  bad  w'riting  .such  as  can  hardly 
be  matched.  We  marvel  greatly  that  noblemen  and 
gentlemen,  who  w’ould  not  present  themselves  to  her 
Majesty  in  their  dressing-gowns  and  slippers,  are  not 
ashamed  to  submit  their  rocommendation.s  in  writing 
to  Majc.sty  in  a  style  the  most  slovenly  and  slip¬ 
slop.  Surely  there  is  a  decent  dress  '“or  the  thoughts 
as  well  as  for  the  person  ;  and  the  arbiters  of  taste, 
amongst  whom  are  some  of  the  most  eleg;int  scholars 
and  accomplished  men  in  the  country,  might  have  j 
been  expected  to  address  their  suggestions  to  her 
Majesty  in  a  style  free  from  the  luirbarisms  of  the 
act-of-parliament  tongue,  with  its  endless  sentences, 
involutions,  dislocations,  and  tautologies.

W«  have,  however,  the  satisfaction  to  state  that 
the  work  in  question  presents  no  evidence  of  such  iniperfco- 
tions ;  that,  on  the  contrary,  it  evinces  great  knowledge  of 
the  process  of  fresco  painting  and  great  skill  in  its  applica¬ 
tion  ;  that  further,  as  regards  the  efi'ect  of  fresco  painting  in 
the  locality,  we  consider  that  it  promises  to  agree  well  with 
the  architcctund  and  other  decorations  therein  ailopted  or  to 
be  adopted.  Wc  therefore  beg  leave  to  confirm  our  former 
recomiiiendatiun,  and  to  projiuse  that  the  remaining  five 
coinpartiiients  should  be  decorated  with  fresco  paintings 
when  the  several  designs  fur  the  same  shall  have  been  a}>- 
proved.”

THE  NAVY. 

To  TIIK  KlUTOK  OK  TIIK  KXAMINKR. 

Sir, — Being  awai*e  that  your  columns  are  always  o|>en 
to  ttu^  who  fairly  call  attention  to  any  abuse  or  fault  in 
public  systems.  I  beg  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  curious 
anomaly  presented  in  the  system  at  present  existing  in 
firing  salutes  on  boartl  the  ships  of  her  Majesty's  navy, 

I  am  [lerfectly  aware  that  a  progressive  improvement  has 
taken  place  in  the  conduct  of  the  Board  of  Admiralty  of 
late  years,  and  some  officers  have  stood  forth  manfully  for 
the  ivforiu  of  abuses,  ami  with  ginid  effect  have  refuseil  tu 
sail  in  the  wake  of  those  humdrum  old  gentlemen  whes 
sot  their  faces  against  all  improvements;  neverthelesa 
there  are  some  defects  still  visible,  and  I  think  the  noft- 
sensical  rules  established  as  to  the  qualifications  of  shj|pa 
to  be  entitled  to  the  jirivilege  of  firing  a  salute  have  onlj 
to  be  referreil  to,  and  their  reform  must  follow.  At  pre- 
stMit  the  system  is  a  subject  of  ridicule  to  the  navy  of  all 
foreign  powers. 

It  would  appear  that  no  ship  is  permitted  to  salutev, 
nor  to  return  a  salute,  which  has  not  ten  guns.  Thus* 
little  ten  or  twelve-gun  brig  of  some  four  huinlred  toAS, 
the  offi»5er  in  command  of  wliich  may  l>e  a  lieutenaut  or 
,  comiimmler,  will  idaze  away  in  saluting  or  returning  a 
snlute,  while  a  great  steam  frigate  of  twelve  or  fburteeda 
hundred  tons,  liaving  eight  immense  guns,  coiiunajulcd 
by  a  post-captain,  is  not  permitted  to  salute  a  post-aihtu- 
ral,  and  auchoi*s  in  silence  like  a  mcrchaiitman,  because, 
forsooth,  her  guns  ilo  not  amount  to  ten  in  numlier.  The 
miserable  little  brig,  not  much  larger  than  the  steamer's 
pinnace,  carrying  tea  eighteeii-jMiumler  popguns,  has  a 
superior  standing  to  une  of  those  great  leviathans  of  the 
deep,  carrying  an  enormous  liattery  of  eighty-four,  sixty- 
eight,  ami  fiflty-six-poumler  guns,  which  would  render 
her  a  dangerous  opponent  in  a  calm  to  a  line-of-battle* 
sliiji.  For  instance,  Lord  John  Hay,  who,  in  a  steamer,, 
breachcil  St  Sebastian  at  a  mile  distance,  if  saluted  by  a 
ten-gun  brig  which  could  not  throM'  an  effective  shot  at 
more  than  a  few  hundreil  yards  range,  by  the  rules  of  uuf 
service  could  not  return  it.  Sir  Charles  Napier,  udia 
commanded  at  Sidon,  and  hail  his  flag  on  board  a 
steamer,  if  saluted  by  any  of  his  squadron,  dare  not 
return  the  salute,  hut  could  only  lower  his  Hag  in  ac¬ 
knowledgment  of  the  honour.  The  other  day,  one  of  our 
great  steam  frigates  was  at  anchor  in  one  of  our  ports, 
when  a  little  four-gun  French  cutter,  commissioned  for 
the  protection  of  fisheries,  8alute<l  her  with  its  tiiw  bat¬ 
tery  ;  the  steamer  did  not  return  a  gun,  and  the  Preiichi 
Lieutenant  de  Vaisseau  considered  himself  uisulted,. 
until  our  eccentric  regulations  were  explained  to  him  ; 
and  then,  of  course,  he  dismissed  his  anger  with  a  shrugj, 
and  a  cotnme  il  est  dr&le,  ce  Monsieur  John  Bull.

We  should  very  much  like  to  see  the  Sixth  Report 
of  the  Fine  Art.*^  Commission  turned  into  good  Eng¬ 
lish  and  decent  composition.

Sir, — Being  awai'c  that  your  columns  are  always  o|>6n 
tu  those  who  fairly  call  attention  to  any  abuse  or  fault  in 
public  systems,  I  beg  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  curious 
anomaly  presented  in  the  system  at  present  existing  in 
firing  salutes  on  boanl  the  ships  of  her  Majesty's  navy. 

I  am  perfectly  aware  that  a  progressive  improvement  has 
taken  place  in  the  conduct  of  the  Board  of  Admiralty  of 
late  years,  and  some  otlicers  have  stmid  forth  manfully  for 
the  i-cform  of  abus<*s,  and  with  gimd  effect  have  rel’nseil  tu 
siul  in  the  wake  of  those  humdrum  old  gentlemen  whu 
sot  their  f.u'es  against  all  improvements;  neverthelesa 
there  are  some  defects  still  visible,  and  I  think  the  nour- 
sensical  rules  established  tis  to  the  qualifications  of  shipii 
to  be  entitled  to  the  privilege  of  firing  a  salute  have  ot\\y 
to  be  referred  to,  and  their  reform  must  follow.  At  ]»re- 
stMit  the  system  is  a  subject  of  ridicule  to  the  navy  of  all 
foreign  powers. 

It  would  up|>ear  that  no  ship  is  jiermitted  to  salutow 
nor  to  return  a  salute,  which  has  not  ten  grins.  Thus  a 
little  ten  or  twelve-gun  brig  of  some  four  hundred  toas, 
the  officer  in  command  of  which  may  lie  a  lieutenaut  or 
coiniiiaiider,  will  bla/.o  away  in  saluting  or  returning  a 
salute,  while  a  great  steam  frigate  of  twelve  or  fburteeai 
hundred  tons,  having  eight  immense  guns,  eoiumaiuled 
by  a  post-enjitain,  is  not  jierinittod  to  salute  a  post-iMhui- 
riil,  and  anchors  in  bilence  like  a  merchantman,  bet-ause, 
forsooth,  her  guns  do  nut  amount  tu  ten  in  laimlier.  The 
miserable  little  brigt  not  much  larger  than  the  steamer's 
pinnace,  carrying  ten  eighteen-|H>under  |>op-guns,  has  a 
superior  standing  to  one  of  those  great  leviathans  of  the 
deep,  carrying  an  enormous  battery  of  eighty-four,  sixty- 
i  eight,  and  fifty-six-pounder  guns,  which  would  render 
her  a  ilangerous  opponent  in  a  calm  to  a  line-of-battle- 
sliiji.  For  instance.  Lord  John  Hay,  who,  in  a  steamer,, 
breached  St  Subiistian  at  a  mile  distance,  if  saluted  by  a 
ten-gun  brig  which  could  not  throw'  an  etfectivc  shot  afi 
more  than  a  few  hundreil  yards  range,  by  the  rules  of  our 
I  servi(‘e  coubl  nut  return  it.  Sir  Charles  Napier,  wiia 
commanded  at  Sidon,  and  hml  his  flag  on  koanl  a 
steamer,  if  saluted  by  any  of  his  squadron,  dare  not 
return  the  salute,  but  coubl  only  lower  his  flag  in  ao- 
kiiowledgmeiit  of  the  honour.

But,  coming  to  the  edge  of  the 
precipice,  he'  fell  backwards  over  it,  and  we  saw  him  turn- 
oling  and  strolling  downwards,  as  he  strove  to  cling  to  the . 
projections  ofme  rock — but  in  vain,  as  he  came  to  no  stop  | 
tdl  he  reached  the  bottom,  where  we  beheld  him,  after  re-  j 
gaining  his  feet  for  a  short  time,  sink  gradually  to  the  ground.  I 
It  was  impoBiihlc  for  us  to  reach  the  place  wdierc  he  lay  i 
dead  without  going  so  far  round  that  the  daylight  would  have 
failed  us.  1  must  own,  notwithstanding  the  reputed  de¬ 
structiveness  of  the  eagle,  that  I  looked  with  CTcat  regret  at 
the  dead  body  of  the  noble  bird,  and  wished  that  I  had  not 
killed  him,  the  more  especially  as  I  wa.s  obliged  to  leavs  him 
to  rot  uselessly  in  that  inaccessible  place.” 

RATS. 

^^Kverybodv  must  be  glad  to  encourage  any  animal  that 
kills  a  rat,  and  the  owls  arc  the  most  detennined  enemies  to 
this,  the  most  disgusting  and  obnoxious  animal  which  wc 
have  in  this  countrv.  For  what  ran  be  so  sickening  as  to 
know  that  these  anmials  come  direct  from  devouring  and  re¬ 
velling  in  the  foulest  garbage  in  the  drains  of  wur  house  to 
the  larder  where  your  own  provisions  are  kept ;  and,  fresh 
from-  their  stinking  aud  filthy  banquet,  run  over  your  meat 
with  tiicir  clammy  paws,  and  gnaw  at  yotir  bread  with  their 
foul  tsctli  1  what  cleansing  and  washing  can  wine  away  their 
traces?  Nothing  will  keep  out  these  animals  when  they 
have  once  established  themselves  in  a  house.  They  gnaw 
through  stone,  lead,  or  almost  anything.  They  may  be  ex¬ 
tirpated  for  a  time,  but  you  suddenly  find  yourself  invaded 
by  a  fresh  army.  Some  old  rats,  too,  acquire  such  a  carni¬ 
vorous  appetite,  that  fowls  and  ducks,  old  or  young,  pigeons, 
rabbits, — all  fall  a  prev  to  them.  Adepts  in  climbing  as  w'ell 
as  in  undermining,  they  get  at  cveiy’thing,  dead  or  alive. 
They  reach  game,  although  hung  most  carefully  in  a  larder, 
by  climbing  the  WTill,  and  clinging  to  beam  or  rope  till  they 
get  at  it ;  they  then  devour  and  destroy  all  that  can  he 
reached.  1  have  frequently  known  them  in  this  manner  de¬ 
stroy  a  larder  full  of  game  in  a  single  night.  They  seem  to 
coinmctico  with  the  himl  legs  of  the  hares,  and  to  eat  down¬ 
wards,  hollowing  the  auiinal  out  as  it  hangs  ui>,  till  nothing 
but  the  skin  is  left.  In  the  fields,  to  which  the  rats  betake 
themselves  in  the  summer  time,  not  only  corn,  hut  game, 
and  eggs  of  all  kinds,  fall  to  their  share. 

“  Mr  Waterton  save  that  no  house  in  Kngland  has  more 
suffered  from  the  Hanoverian  rats  then  his  own  ;  I  don’t 
dunht  it — in  evcr>’  sense.  The  jioor  water-rat  is  a  eompa- 
rativcly  harmless  animal,  feeding  principally  upon  lierhagc, 
not  remsing,  however,  fish,  or  oven  toads,  when  they  come 
in  its  way.  The  succulent  gra.sses  that  grow  by  the  sides  of 
ditches  seem  to  form  its  chief  food  during  the  sunrnur  sea¬ 
son.  Karly  iu  the  spring,  before  these  grasses  arc  well 
grown,  the  water-rat  preys  much  on  toads.  I  have  found 
little  piles  of  the  feet,  and  remains  of  several  of  these  ani¬ 
mals,  near  the  edge  of  water  frequenUHi  by  these  rati,  which 
they  seem  to  have  collected  together  in  certain  places,  and 
left  there.  I  have  known  the  water-rat  do  great  damage 
to  artificial  dams  and  tho  heads  of  ponds  by  un<icmiining 
them,  and  boring  boles  in  every  diruction  through  them,  be¬ 
low  the  water  mark,  ns  well  as  ybove  it.  The  water-rat  lias 
peculiarly  sensitive  organs  of  scent,  and  it  is  therefore  al¬ 
most  im|>os8iblo  to  trap  him,  as  he  is  sure  to  discover  the 
taint  of  the  human  hand,  (’uiining  as  tho  house-rat  is,  this 
kind  is  lunch  more  so.  Though  the  funner  may  he  in  a  inea- 
mirc  kept  down  hy  constant  trapping,  it  is  a  troublesuino  me¬ 
thod,  and  there  are  sure  to  be  some  cunning  old  patriurchs 
who  will  not  enter  any  kind  of  trap.  I  believe  that  the  host

*•  When  living  in  Ross-sliirc,  I  wont  one  morning  in  July 
lieforc  daybreak  to  endeavour  to  shoot  a  .stag,  who  had  been 
complained  of  very  much  hy  an  adjoining  farmer,  as  having 
done  great  damage  to  his  crops.  Just  after  it  was  daylight,  I 
saw  a  large  fox  come  very  quietly  along  the  edge  of  the  plan¬ 
tation  in  which  I  was  concealed  ;  he  looked  with  great  care 
over  the  turf  wall  into  the  field,  and  seemed  to  long  very 
much  to  get  hold  of  some  hares  that  were  feeding  in  it — but 
apparently  knew  that  he  had  no  chance  of  catching  one  by 
dint  of  running  ;  after  considering  a  short  time,  he  seemed 
to  have  foriueil  his  plans,  and  having  examined  the  different 
gaps  in  the  wall  hy  which  the  hares  iniglit  he  supposed  to  go 
in  and  out,  he  fixed  upon  the  one  that  seemed  the  most  fre¬ 
quented,  and  laid  himself  down  close  to  it  in  an  attitude  like 
a  cat  watching  a  mouse-hole.

Loud  Nokm.vnby  Axn  M.  (}i  r/.0T. — “  hate  last  week,” 
says  the  ‘  Morning  Chronicle,’  “  Lord  Normanhy,  hav¬ 
ing  previously  announced  to  M.  (luizot  that  he  had  a 
commuiiiaitiou  to  make  to  him,  proceeded  to  the  Hotel 
of  the  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs,  ami  iii  the  name  of 
England  gave  in  a  formal  protest  against  the  marriage 
of  the  Duke  dc  Montpensier  with  the  Infanta  Louisa  of 
Spain.  The  jnotest  is  founded  upon  two  grounds  —first, 
up(ni  the  treaty  of  Utrecht,  hy  which  the  branch  of  the 
Bourbons  at  that  time  reiguiug  in  France,  ami  the  head 
and  representative  of  the  Orleans  branch  of  the  family, 
renounced  all  claim  to  the  crown  of  Spain,  and  fornially  j 
covenanted  that  they  themselves,  as  well  as  their  de¬ 
scendants  and  successors,  of  whatever  .vex,  should  be  for 
ever  excluded  from  that  throne  ;  ami  that  any  war,  hav¬ 
ing  for  its  object  to  place  any  member  of  the  French 
branch  of  the  Bourbons  on  the  throne  of  Spain,  wouhl  be 
unjust  ami  contrary  to  the  faith  of  treaties,  Ac. ;  and, 
secomlly,  upon  the  agreement  come  to  between  the 
French  and  English  ministers  at  the  Chateau  d’Eu,  an 
agreement  the  more  emphatic,  as,  although  it  wa.s  not 
reduced  to  writing,  it  wjw  concluded  not  only  between 
the  ministers  of  the  two  states,  hut  sanctioned  by  the 
presence  and  assent  of  their  respective  sovereigns.  The 
protest  is  expresscil  in  terms  of  great  moderation,  but 
witli  impressive  firmness  and  decision. 

Tiik  Oablist  Fi’uitivrs.  —  Some  suspect  that  the 
escape  of  the  Carlist  chiefs  is  another  of  those  strokes  of 
policy  to  which  Louis  Philippe  is  said  to  be  rather  j)ar- 
tial.  He  believes,  it  is  said,  that  the  terror  of  a  new 
Carlist  war  will  unite  the  two  partie.s  in  Sjiain  against 
the  Icoinmon  foe ;  or  that,  in  the  midst  of  the  din  and 
coimision,  the  Montpensier  marriage  will  pass  ofi  without 
disagreeable  results.

jects.  The  country  and  its  parties  were  preparing  for  the 
elections,  the  Cabralists  affecting  to  remain  tranquil,  but 
in  reality  putting  more  faith  in  the  Miguelite  movement 
and  the  court,  and  in  the  hope  to  influence  one  by  the 
other,  than  at  all  daring  or  venturing  to  api>eal  fairly  to 
the  electors.  The  court  would  restore  the  Cabrals  if  it 
could,  and  the  knowledge  of  this  is  quite  sufficient 
to  throw  every  popular  and  independent  vote  into 
the  party  of  the  S^ptembrists  and  ultra- Liberals. 
Another  and  more  formidable  one  for  defensive  ob¬ 
jects  against  the  court  was  to  be  apprehended  m  the  re¬ 
sult  of  the  indisposition  of  the  court  and  its  minion,  M. 
Diets,  to  the  new  order  of  things.  New  projects  of  coun¬ 
ter-revolution  were  in  preparation,  with  the  cognizance 
of  the  court.  The  Marquis  of  Saldanha  had  taken  the 
first  step  against  the  government :  he  had  sent  in  his  re¬ 
signation  of  the  office  of  Counsellor  of  State,  which 
ha<l  not  been  accepted  at  the  period  of  the  departure  of 
the  packet.  A  government  commissioner  had  been  sent 
to  Mafleira,  to  inquire  into  the  tumult  connected  with 
Dr  Kalley’s  mission.  The  Count  of  Thomar  was  enjoying 
his  **  otium  cum  rfignita/c”  at  Cadiz,  publishing  private 
and  official  letters  addressed  to  him  by  the  Duke  of  Pal- 
tnella.  Amidst  these  portentous  difficulties  credit  oozes 
from  the  bank  of  Lisbon,  which  is  no  biwi  thermometer 
of  the  state  of  the  royal  treasury. 

ITALY. 

Thk  Pope’s  Popularitt.— Every  arrival  from  Rome 
brings  an  account  of  some  new  measure  for  the^  benefit 
of  the  country,  some  anecdote  illustrative  of  his  bene¬ 
volence.  lie  has  appointed  a  commission  for  the  im¬ 
provement  of  the  forests  and  rivers.  The  condition  of 
the  latter  in  the  States  of  the  Church  is  deplorable  ; 
nothing  has  been  done  for  fifteen  years  to  clear  their 
beds  or  strengthen  their  embankments  to  prevent  their 
flooding  the  country.  As  to  the  forests,  they  have  been 
totally  neglected,  and  those  of  Fajola  and  Terracina,  on 
the  confines  of  the  kingdom  of  Naples,  are  literally 
abandoned  to  pillage,  whereby  one  of  the  greatest 
sources  of  wealth  is  rendered  unproductive. 

The  Pope  at  Imola.  —  A  correspondent  of  the 
'.Tounial  des  Villes,' a  Jesuit  priest,  relates  that  during 
last  Lent  he  was  preaching  in  the  great  cathedral  of 
Imola,  when  “  my  voice  suddenly  failed  me  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  a  disorder  of  the  throat  which  seized  me  at  the 
beginning  of  my  discourse.  I  was  compelled  to  descend 
from  the  pulpit.  At  that  moment  Pius  IX,  then  Cardi¬ 
nal  and  Bishop  of  Imola,  entered  the  church,  imme¬ 
diately  assumed  the  insignia  of  his  rank,  hastened  to  my 
place,  and  preached  for  me  ;  treating  with  eloquence  and 
much  unction  the  subject  with  which  I  had  commenced. 
The  sermon  was  upon  the  dead.” 

The  1*oi’E  am>  the  Soldier. — The  last  of  the  anec¬ 
dotes  is  communicated  by  a  corresixuident  to  the  *  Nu¬ 
remberg  Correspondent’ — •*  A  soldier  lately  ’presented 
to  the  Pope  a  loaf  of  bread  of  the  worst  quality,  saying 
that  even  the  convicts  at  the  galleys  had  not  worse 
food.  On  the  following  day  the  Poj>e  sent  for  the  Mi¬ 
nister  of  War,  and  after  a  conference  of  a  few  minutes 
invite<l  him  to  breakfast,  at  which  a  plate  with  the 
soldier’s  bread  was  set  before  him.

POLAND. 

Accounts  from  Poland  state  that  a  communication  hiu 
been  made  to  two  great  German  powers,  accordiic'  to 
which  it  may  be  stated,  almost  to  a  certainty,  that'^the 
three  protective  powers  will  shortly  make  overtures  to 
the  cabinets  of  St  James’s  and  the  Tuileries  reupectin? 
the  affairs  of  Poland  in  general,  and  Cracow  in  parti¬ 
cular.  A  letter  from  Lemberg  states  that  the  potato 
crop  has  entirely  failed  in  the  districts  of  Sandez  and 
Taslo,  and  the  price  of  corn  is  e.xceedingly  high  in  consc- 
quence. 

SOUTH  AUSTRALIA. 

Gold  Mine. — Private  letters  and  journals  from  this 
colony  have  been  received  to  the  8th. May.  They  confirm 
the  reports  of  the  discovery  of  gold  veins  which* had  pre 
viously  reached  us.  The  mine  in  which  the  gold  haa 
been  found  is  the  property  of  the  Victoria  Mining  Com¬ 
pany.  The  shares  of  this  concern  a  short  time  previous 
had  been  selling  from  two  to  three  {>ounds ;  they  have 
since  risen  to  upwards  of  twenty  pounds.  Fears  are  en¬ 
tertained  that  the  crow  n,  on  the  same  plea  on  which  it 
claims  a  reserved  royalty  on  all  minerals,  may  claim  aii 
exclusive  right  to  the  precious  metals.  This  apprehen¬ 
sion  alone  has  prevented  the  company’s  shares  from  rising 
still  higher.  We  w  ish  we  could  say  with  confidence  that 
the  crown  will  not  exert  an  oppressive  right  derived  from 
the  femlal  ages,  which  must  neccssaril.v  check  mining 
enterprise ;  but  its  conduct  in  respect  to  the  resei^ed 
right  over  minerals  is  no  good  augury  of  its  wisdom  and 
justice.  On  the  other  hand,  we  w’ould  fain  hope  that 
the  successive  discoveries  of  mineral  treasure  which  have 
been  made  in  South  Australia  may  not  re-inspire  the 
colonists  w'ith  that  spirit  of  speculation  and  jobbing  from 
which  the  colony  suffered  so  much  at  the  outset ;  or  with 
hold  their  attention  from  the  less  alluring,  but  more 
healthy  and  more  steadily  prosperous,  pursuits  of  agri¬ 
culture  and  the  fisheries.

AMERICA. 

The  American  mail  to  Sept.  16  arrived  on  Tuesday  by 
the  Britannia.  The  general  news  from  America  by  the 
Britannia  is  not  marked  by  any  point  of  importance. 
The  Mexican  war  was  still  carried  on  in  a  languishing 
manner.  The  geographical  difficulties  of  the  country 
were  all  the  United  States  troops  had  to  contend  with, 
and  there  had  been  no  encounter  with  any  force.  In 
fact,  the  people  take  no  part  in  the  war,  and  there  is  not 
at  present  any  government  in  Mexico  of  sufficient  energry 
or  ability  either  to  make  war  or  peace.  The  Americans 
invade  the  country,  and  the  Mexicans  flee  to  the  moun¬ 
tains,  to  return  to  their  dwellings  as  soon  as  they  are 
evacuated.  A  most  serious  mutiny  has  occurred  in  an 
American  company  of  soldiers  stationed  near  Mata- 
moras,  in  which  several  were  killed  and  many  wounded. 
The  government  is  just  beginning  to  feel  the  want  of 
money.  The  President  is  authorised  to  issue  10,000,000 
of  dollars  in  Treasury  notes.  The  first  batch  of  this 
species  of  paper  money  has  made  its  appearance  in 
our  city.  They  are  received  in  payment  of  Custom¬ 
house  dues.  So  long  as  the  amount  in  circulation  can 
be  swallowed  by  the  Custom-house,  they  will  be  at  par, 
and  no  longer. 

Bl<x)Dsiied  and  Bibles. — At  New  York  it  seems  re¬ 
solved  that  the  war  against  Mexico  shall  be  waged  reli¬ 
giously.  A  Bible  was  presented  to  every  soldier  of  the 
New  York  legion,  or  California  regiment,  by  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Bible  Society.  The  regiment  was  drawn  up  in  hollow 
square,  and  the  Rev.  Mr  M‘\rickar  distributed  the  books, 
beginning  with  the  colonel.  The  reverend  gentleman  ex¬ 
horted  them  to  “go  not  only  with  the  sword,  but  with  the 
olive  branch  of  peace,  and  with  that  Bible  upon  which 
liberty  has  its  foun<lation.”  The  Californian  regiment 
with  its  Bibles  invading  the  Mexican  territory  is  a  curi¬ 
ous  accommodation  to  modem  Anglo-Protestant  senti¬ 
ments,  of  the  same  propagando-conquering  spirit  which 
made  Spanish  monks  in  the  days  of  Cortes  inarch  at  the 
head  of  Spanish  legions  with  their  crucifxes.

A  Custom-house  Difficultv. — Several  w’ceks  since 
the  inipc>rtation  of  a  quantity  of  Indian  com  took  place 
in  the  ear,  or  attached  to  the  stem  or  cob,  amounting  to 
28,000  hea<ls  of  the  article,  by  a  vessel  named  the  Richard 
Cobden,  arrived  from  South  America.  The  whole  of  the 
parcel  has  remained  in  bond  up  to  the  present  time,  and 
the  owners  now  requiring  the  delivery  of  the  same  for 
home  consumption,  a  difficulty  arose  as  to  the  manner  of 
measuring  the  corn  for  the  duty,  viz.,  Is.  per  quarter, 
which  it  was  of  course  impossible  to  do  in  its  existing 
state,  and  application  having  been  made  to  the  revenue 
authorities  for  the  purpose,  permission  was  given  in  this 
particular  instance,  for  the  whole  quantity  to  be  thrashed 
in  the  w’arehonse,  in  order  that  the  grain  might  he  de¬ 
tached  from  the  huge  husk,  cob,  or  stalk,  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  being  metered  for  the  duty  due  thereon.

The  dav  dawned  and* 
we  lay  between  two  long  ledges  of  rock,‘while  another 
stretched  across  our  front.  Five  hundred  yards  to  the  rijrht 
or  left,  two  hundred  yards  in  advance,  and  the  ship  had 
been  dashed  to  pieces.  Three  hundred  persons  had  per¬ 
haps  been  cast  in  that  dense  darkness  amid  the  breaker*! 
I  cannot  think  of  that  night  without  tears;  but  1  feel, 
and  I  gratefully  ac-kuowledge,  that  the  hand  of  an  all- 
merciful  Providence  was  stretched  out  to  protect  and  save 
us.  God  grant  that  I  may  never  forget  either  the  night 
or  the  mercy  !  You  cannot  imagine  such  a  scene.  We 
cannot  account  for  the  accident,  but  the  conduct  of 
Captain  Hoskins  through  the  night  was  admirable.  The 
newspapers  say  that  the  hulies  went  to  bed ;  some  of  them, 
at  the  captain’s  urgent  reciuest,  lay  down  in  their  dresse*. 
Towards  morning  I  di«l,  in  iny  cloak,  upon  the  floor,  and 
covered  with  a  blanket  brought  me  hy  a  passenger.  .\t 
dawn  we  were  lowered  over  the  ship’s  sitle,  and  carried  on 
shore  in  carts  of  sea  weed  manure.  We  walked  through 

an  Irish  bog;  and  Mrs - and  I  lay  down  upon  the 

(wooden)  floor  of  an  Irish  cabin,  where  we  found  a  plenty 
of  bread,  some  bacon,  and  divided  an  egg  among  three. 
With  much  fatigue  we  came  on  to  Belfast  and  Liverpool. 

Mr - w'as  at  one  tiuie  twenty-four  hours  without  eat 

ing  or  sleeping.  There  was  an  efficient  coast  guard ;  but 
at  one  time  the  Irish  assembled  in  such  numbers,  that 
we  feared  a  riot.  To  my  astonishment  and  gratitude,  all 
the  luggage  was  saved.  We  arrived  at  Liverpool  worn
